By the way, Brendan, If he were to want to use his current title and position in the Journal, it would 
not be objectionable, if he follows the following advice: 


Generally speaking, the official title and position of a Government author of an article is not allowed 
to be used in personal writings-even those that overlap the duties of the author or render benefit 
to the Agency where the employee serves. There are two exceptions to this general rule, they are: 


A. When the title and position are listed in a biography as "one of several biographical 
details...provided that this title or position is given no more prominence than other 
significant biographical details;" and, 

B. When the title and position of the employee is used for an article published in a "scientific 
or professional Journal" (and then only with a disclaimer like the one proposed below); B. 

See 5 C.F.R. § 2635.870(b)(2) and (1) respectively. 


With the information t have, I have no ethics objection to the article or the use of the employees 
name and official title/position in the "byline" -- subject to the following conditions: 

1. The matter is related to the DHS mission (otherwise ti would not be appropriate for the 
use of title and position logically speaking); 

2. The author is not being compensated for the writing; 

3. There is a suitable disclaimer printed in the same general place as the title and position of 
the author is found in the writing. A disclaimer should be like the following: 

The opinions expressed in this article are those of the author and should not be construed as 
the official position or in any way representing the views of the Department of Homeland

4. The article does not disclose any non-public information, law enforcement sensitive, 
procurement sensitive, classified or Privacy Act protected information gleaned from Federal 
service. To the extent that there are any cases or matters that are pending in the 
employees office that have not been made public, it would be a misuse of position for the 
employee to discuss them in an open forum other than in a "genericized" nature, leaving 
out all the specifics of such matters. 

In short, since this writing is being published in a "scientific or professional journal," that latter 
exception will apply and the employee may include title and position in the writing, along with a 
suitable disclaimer.
